The 
school has already gained a remarkably high 
reputation for the general character and de- 
portment of its students, owing, in part, to 
the example set by the first class, whose influ- 
ence is to be long felt by succeeding classes. 

The subjects treated during our visit were 
botany, zoology and hygiene, by Prof. Koons, 
and chemistry, surveying and farm machinery, 
by Prof. Washburn. Very thorough work 
was shown by both teacher and learner, The 
young men who leave such a school, after a 
two years’ fraining, will have eyes to see a 
thousand things which an untrained person 
would have let pass unnoticed, but which, in a 
majority of cases, would be worth noticing. 

The fertilizer r en are not going to be smart 
enough to cheat our agricultural college boys 
very much when they come to have farms of 
their own, nor will the farm implement ma- 
kers have a chance to unload a great many 
worthless machines at their barn doors.

We have a case in mind, where a cow sup- 
posed to be ‘‘in calf” was dried off, and kept 
in store condition three months or more, only

Common opinion al- 
ways has held that care and cleanliness are essen- 
tial around milk in order to the production of fine 
butter and On this point, there is now no 
variation of theory and practice, unless it be in the 
case of the writer for the Tribune. 

It is conceded that the best of milk may be in- 
jured by faulty methods in the making, but it is 
not conceded that skill in the maker will replace 
qualities and excellences which have been impaired 
by mismanagement about the milk before it was 
delivered. Ifthe ideas of the article in question 
are correct, there is no need of care or skill about 
the handling of milk. Let things go as they may, 
without cooling or straining, for the maker will 
overcome all these trivial matters. Common prac- 
tice and the suggestions of all other experts co- 
incide exactly in the case. 

J. P. Sheldon says : “milk left alone is a suicidal 
sort of a thing, constantly inviting its own destruc- 
tion, so to speak. It drinks in greedily foul odors 
from the atmosphere, as one may say, and pro- 
vides just the food that bacteria delights in.
